© Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted to 
reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow the 
free movement of 
wheelchairs. 

e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will 
assist people with 
disabilities off the site or to 
sheltered areas as quickly 
and safely as possible.

The magnetic induction loop 
system consists of an antenna 
placed beneath the sod in a 25- 
square-foot area in front of the 
stage. 


e Ifyou use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” 
position. 

e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 

e¢ Your hearing aid will act as 
a receiver; no other 
equipment is required.

“There may be no greater 
maverick in all of late 20" 
century music,” says All 
Music Guide of artist Terry 
Allen. While the “maverick” 
tag fits, Allen is more aptly 
described as a modern-day 
Renaissance Man. Besides 
being a singer-songwriter 
and pianist, this Texas native 
paints, sculpts and writes 
dance scores, stage plays and 
movie soundtracks on the 
side. 


Many fans remember 
Allen from Robert Earl 
Keen’s Amarillo Highway or 
through his collaborations 
with David Byrne and 
Lucinda Williams on his 
1996 album, Human Remains. 
Yet those who have followed 
his career—from the 
landmark 1979 album 
Lubbock (On Everything) to 
1999’s Salvation—have found 
that Allen’s roots-rock sound 
is both original and eclectic. 


Allen covers universal 
themes, such as family, love, 
religion and violence, and 
sprinkles his songs with 
bizarre characters, such as

“Peggy Legg” and “The 
Wolfman of Del Rio.” Critics 
have called his material 
“moving, ironic, irreverent 
and hilarious.” 


A graduate of L.A.’s 
Chouinard Art Institute, 
Allen doesn’t make a lot of 
distinction between the 
performing arts and visual 
arts. “It’s coming from the 
same source,” he says, “the 
same need, and I’ve always 
kind of worked that way. I'll 
sit down to make a drawing, 
and next I'll be working on a 
song, or vice versa.”

“Occasionally I make 
records,” says Dave Alvin,

If Amadou Bagayoko and 
Mariam Doumbia had heeded 
their parents’ advice when 
they were younger and not 
gotten married, their musical 
careers might have taken a 
very different course.

At 
that time, their individual 
musical abilities were already

touchstones in music 
history—including Mick 
Jagger, Jimmy Page and 
Ginger Baker. 


Baldry’s success as a pop 
singer began with “Let the 
Heartaches Begin,” a No. | hit 
in the U.K. By the early ’70s, he 
was turning to blues with his 
North American breakthrough 
album Jt Aint Easy. 


Having lived in Canada for 
almost 25 years, the Vancouver- 
based Baldry continues to tour 
and record for his international 
audience. Since the early 90s, 
he’s released five albums with 
Edmonton’s Stony Plain 
Records. Of particular note are 
It Still Ain't Easy (1991), 
considered one of his best, and 
the Juno-award- winning Right 
to Sing the Blues (1997), with 
fellow bluesman Colin James. 


Baldry says his latest disc, 
Remembering Leadbelly (2001)—a 
tribute to blues pioneer 
Huddie William Ledbetter—is 
the most complete record he’s 


ever made. “His songs touched 
me when I was a kid; they still 
talk to me all these years later,” 
he explains. The CD includes a 
bonus track on which Baldry 
talks about his musical hero. 
On another track, the head of 
Stony Plain Records, Holger 
Petersen, chats with Alan 
Lomax, the man who 
discovered and introduced 
Leadbelly to the world.

Big Sandy & His Fly-Rite 
Boys are newcomers to the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival, 
yet the group has toured 
extensively across the U.S. and 
Europe.

The band has several CDs 
on two labels: HighTone and 
Dionysus.

Invited to sing at births, 
weddings and other 
important ceremonies in and 
outside their community, 
B’Net Marrakech (“the 
women of Marrakech”) have 
more independence than 
many of their countrywomen. 
While such freedom has 
nurtured them artistically and 
brought them international 
success, their roots remain in 
the ancient musical traditions 
of their homeland, Morocco. 


Recognized for lush 
instrumentation, wistful vocals 
and hypnotic rhythms, the 
group includes the sounds of 
chaahi (a form of urban pop 
known throughout Morocco), 
spiritual gnawa music and 
Algerian rai in its repertoire. 


All five women—Malika, 
Aziza, Halima and the two 
Fatimas—sing in Berber and 
Arabic. Typical themes are the 
anger and ecstasy of love, 
women possessed by demons 
and, on a more patriotic note, 
the glory of the Moroccan 
World Cup soccer team. They 
accompany themselves on oud 
(Arab lute), kamanjah (Arab 
violin), gembri (long-necked 
lute), darabouka (pottery 
drum), bandir (frame drum) 
and taarya (tambourine). 
Dancer and lead singer, 
Malika, punctuates the music 
with her energetic dances, 
sometimes thrilling audiences 
with somersaults or by 





balancing a tray of lighted 
candles on her head and then 
extinguishing them in her 
mouth. 


The women prefer sessions 
where they can reach a trance- 
like state just from the music 
and dancing. They say, “We’re 
women who love the night 
time—something to smoke, 
something to drink and we 
can play for hours.” rk

Paul Bromley is the 
quintessential “homegrown 
talent” of this year’s festival— 
he’s been a volunteer for 
more than a few years—and 
this year marks his debut as a 
musician. But make no 
mistake, spending a few years 
as a volunteer doesn’t 
automatically get you a stage 


gig. And Bromley’s sort of 
talent doesn’t just fall out of 
ihees: 


Intricate guitar work is his 
trademark, and he’s well 
known in the Edmonton 
coffee house and folk scene. 
He plays everything from 
blues to folky jazz, and writes 
almost all his own material. 


Bromley released his first 
album, titled Where I Come 
From (independent) in 1998. 
Since then, he’s gleaned two 
more albums from the 200 
songs he’s written. He was also 
a 2002 finalist in the CBC’s 
songwriters competition. 


Paul Bromley comes from a 
musical family and has been 
playing the violin since he was 
three. He also plays piano, 
percussion, harmonica and 
mandolin, and has studied 
composition through Grant 
MacEwan College. sa 





Greg Brown 


Greg Brown 
U.S.A. 


Greg Brown has been called 
one of the best singer- 
songwriters in America. 

Willie Nelson, Maria Muldaur 
and Shawn Colvin have 
covered his songs, and that’s 
no surprise. All you have to do 
is listen to his lyrics to 
understand why he’s 
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practically an icon in his 
home state of lowa and 
applauded by fans of really 
good folk music all over the 
world. 


“Half the people you see 
these days are talking on cell 
phones/driving off the road 
and bumping into doors/ 
people used to spend quite a 
bit of time alone/I guess 
nobody’s lonely anymore.” 
This is but a taste of the 
plainspoken wisdom that 
comes through in Brown’s 
songs. 


Brown has carried his 
intricate mix of folk, blues, 
country, rock and beautiful, 
simple poetry from 
coffeehouses and clubs to 
congregations and concert 
halls for over 30 years. 


In fact, he’s shared 
revelations and his slippery 
dump-truck voice with music 
audiences all over this land. 
No matter where he is, his 
focus is always on his roots— 
his friends, his family. Without 
them, Brown says he would 
have nothing to sing about. 


His latest album, Mzlk of the 
Moon, looks at the many faces 
of love and proves his work is 
rooted in his relationships 
with people, the land and 
music. And that’s just what 
good folk music should do. ic 


Michael Jerome 
Browne 


Quebec 
Michael Jerome Browne may 


be considered a traditionalist, 
but he’s a non-traditional one. 


“There’s a lot of people 
playing acoustic blues, but not 
many combining it with 
banjo, fiddle and other forms 
of traditional southern U.S. 
music,” he explains. 


“Tt’s all connected; that’s 
the important part, and you 


can’t always separate stuff into 
black and white. The great 
songsters . . . people like 
Leadbelly, Mississippi John 
Hurt, Robert Johnson and a 
lot of others, played all kinds 
of tunes, everything from 
Gene Autrey to spiritual 
songs—and blues was just one 
aspect of it.” 


A veritable high priest of 
traditional American folk and 
roots music, Juno-nominated 
Browne picked up his first 
guitar and harmonica at the 
age of nine. Within a couple 
of years, he was busking on 
the street corners of his home 
town—South Bend, Indiana. 
By his early teens, he was a 
prodigy of the *70s 
coffeehouse folk scene in 
Montreal. 


He’s now considered a 
master of old-time banjo, 
mandolin and fiddle, as well 
as a virtuoso of Appalachian, 
Cajun, country blues, early 
jazz, R&B and electric blues. 
He champions traditional 
music in festivals in North 
America and Europe, and 
teaching the next generation 
about old-time music. 


When asked to describe his 
dream job, he offered a 
toothy grin, “You mean aside 
from what I’m doing?” wa

Guy Clark

Guy Clark is better known as a 
songwriter than as a 
performer, although revered 
by his international nucleus of 
fans. Brought up in the 
hamlet of Monahans, Texas, 
Clark worked in television 
during the ’60s and later as a 
photographer. His work 
appeared on albums released 
by the Texas-based 
International Artists Records. 


The music 


He briefly performed in a 
folk trio with K. T. Oslin, then 
began writing songs fora 
living. When he moved to Los 
Angeles, a city he eventually 
disliked, it inspired one of his 
biggest songs, “L.A. Freeway,” 
a U.S. Top-100 hit for Jerry 


this success with other songs, 
such as his classic “Desperados 
Waiting For A Train,” also 
recorded by Walker. 


A Texan, he was a longtime 
friend of contemporary 
Townes Van Zandt and was 
inspired by older blues men, 
such as Mance Lipscomb and 
Lightnin’ Hopkins. Fans might 
also be interested to know 
that Steve Earle played bass in 
Clark’s first Nashville band. 


On stage, Clark performs 
his material in an unplugged 
and unadorned manner, with 
the aid of constant cigarettes 
and mumbled introductions. 
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His recent album, Old No. 1, is 
cited by critics and performers 
as a landmark work. Musicians 
such as Lyle Lovett, Nanci 
Griffith and Emmylou Harris, 
have acknowledged his 
contribution to American 
music. To quote the title of 


one of his recent songs, it is 
“Stuff That Works.”

Kevin Cook 


Kevin Cook

“Writing is like medicine, 

I always feel better when I 
finish a song,” says Edmonton 
recording artist Kevin Cook. 


I just hope my prescription 
never runs out.” 


Given the accolades for his 
latest release, Trouble Light 
(2001)—which one critic calls 
“a real masterpiece”—he 
shouldn’t have any problem 
with refills. Recorded at 
CKUA, the new CD isa 
moody collection of songs 
about struggle and hope, 
tempered with his offbeat 
sense of humour. 


Known for his strong 
narrative songwriting style, 
Cook has deep roots in the 
country and blues tradition. 
Favourite subjects are life on 
the farm, unpredictable 
women, home repairs and 
spring-cleaning. 


“I’m a bit of an observer,” 
explains Cook. “Once inspired, 
I'll usually have a guitar in my 
hand, and then I’m at the 
kitchen table where I can have 
stuff out all over the place.” 


Cook’s other recordings 
include Happy Accident (1997) 
and Live at the Winspear (1998). 
Lately, he’s been touring and 
recording with ‘cellist Christine 
Hanson. 


“I’ve always loved the tone 
and range of the ’cello; she can 
add quiet atmosphere or get 
downright funky,” observes 
Cook. 


Their recent gigs include 
dates in the B.C. Kootenays, 
Kelowna, Calgary, Edmonton 
and at the North Country Fair 
in Joussard. rk

J. P. Cormier 


Mention J. P. Cormier and 
accolades flow like solos at a 
bluegrass jam. 


John Paul Cormier picked 
up the guitar at the age of five, 
and he’s put it down only long 
enough to pick up another 
stringed instrument. He 
learned to play by listening to 
Chet Atkins and Doc Watson 
records, and by the age of 14 
made his first TV appearance. 


In no time he became a regular 


at folk and bluegrass festivals 
throughout Eastern Canada. 


At 16, Cormier released his 
first album, a collection of 
bluegrass instrumentals. A 
promotional tour for a 
subsequent album found him 
in the U.S., where he spent the 
next 10 years working as a 
sideman, sharing the stage with 
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such bluegrass greats as Bill 
Monroe and Charlie Louvin. 
And then there were more 
tours, jam sessions, Opry shows, 
festivals and TV appearances. 


Although he spent a third of 


his life in the Nashville music 
scene and excelled in bluegrass 
and country music, Cormier is 
back in Cape Breton. He 
returned home after marrying 
Hilda Chiasson, a Cape Breton 
pianist who convinced him to 
front his own band. 


These days, Cormier tours 
and performs with Hilda at his 
side playing piano and singing 
harmony. And the sound, from 
bluegrass to country to Celtic, 
is always lively, entertaining 
and innovative. sp 


Doug Cox has been following 
his own musical path for close 
to 20 years. Originally a blues 
slide guitarist, Cox first 
discovered the dobro in 1991. 
He learned that when held at 
the knees and played with a 
slide and finger-picks, the 
elegant stringed instrument 
would elicit a sound “as raw 
and rough as delta blues, or as 
tender and poignant as a 
lover’s sigh.” 


From his Comox Valley 
home on Vancouver Island, 
Cox initially started his own 
record label, Malahat 


Mountain Music, where he 
developed his distinctive voice 
on the dobro. This sound is 
heard on his CDs Canadian 
Borderline (1993) and Bone Bottle 
Brass or Steel. (1997). 


His first disc on the Ragged 
Pup label, Life is So Peculiar 
(1999), combines his 
substantial talents as a guitar 
player and his unique vocal 
technique. His latest release, 
Stay Lazy (2002), on Pacific 
Music, is an impressive and 
eclectic showcase of his musical 
gifts. “Thoughtful songwriting, 
virtuoso playing and brilliant 
arranging,” said one reviewer. 
Taking a break from his next 
recording project, a collection 
of live performances with 
funnyman Todd Butler, Cox 
says “it’s my best CD by far.” 






A popular educator, Cox 
produces instructional video- 
CD book packages to teach 
slide guitar, dobro and blues 
playing. He is also the first 
Canadian to perform at 
Slovakia’s Dobrofest—a who’s- 
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who gathering of the world’s 


best dobro musicians. rk

D’Gary 
Madagascal 


Madagascar boasts an 
international reputation 
thanks to the promotional 
efforts of musicians such as 
David Lindley and Henry 
Kaiser. While the island off 
Africa’s east coast may still be 
considered “off the beaten 
path,” D’Gary himself has 
enjoyed exposure across 


Canada. In fact, Lindley is on 
record as having described 
him as “the monster guitarist 
from hell.” 


In 1961, D’Gary was born 
Ernest Randrianasolo in the 
remote Bara village of 
Betroka. He grew up playing 
the ukulele-like kabosy, the 
mouth bow and any other 
instrument he got his hands 
on. When he borrowed a 
guitar, he came up with 11 
guitar tunings and a variety of 
finger-picking techniques to 
convey the music of 
traditional instruments. After 
that he played a homemade 
guitar until Lindley and 
Kaiser discovered and 
recorded him in 1991. They 
gave him the first real guitar 
he’d ever owned. 

D’Gary’s music combines 
traditional Madagascar music 
with blues, European folk and

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southern African guitar styles. 
Many of his individual stylings 
can be attributed to his 
process of adapting the music 
of traditional instruments to 
the guitar—with great 
success—much to the 
consternation of established 
guitarists. 


D’Gary has a special way 
with his songs about daily life. 
He also writes about the 
political and environmental 
challenges facing his ethnic 
group, the Baras, who are 
buffalo breeders in the 
southwest region of 
Madagascar. 


D’Gary is supported by the 
Agence Départmentale de la 
francophonie. In Edmonton, 
D’Gary is accompanied by 
regulars Irma Ratazanina 
(vocals) and Xavier-Martial 
Francois (percussion). sa 
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Tradition. That’s what Irish 
group Dant is all about. 
Named after a Celtic goddess, 
the mother of all gods, Danu 
pays homage to the gods of 
the land by preserving and 
honouring the musical 
traditions of its country of 
origin. 


Yes, there is a bodhran, but 
no electric bass and no 
concessions to the modern 
rock world in order to attract 
a younger, hip crowd—just 
“reels, jigs, polkas and songs 
tumble[d] together ina 
glorious mix,” exclaims 
Ireland’s top music magazine, 
Hot Press. “Their music is as 
precise as it is spirited.” Not 
bad for a bunch of guys barely 
in their 20s. 


Tom Doorley, Eamon 
Doorley, Brendan “Benny” 
McCarthy, Oisin McAuley, 
Noel Ryan, Donnchadh 
Gough and Ciaran 
O’Gealbhain formed the 
group several years ago as a 
one-off, at a festival in 
Europe. That one show 
turned into a bunch of others, 
and their first album, Dani, 
released in 1997, attracted the 
attention of critics and the 
public alike. 


Now, they’ve crossed the 
big water to North America 





many times, performing at 
small intimate shows or in 
front of large crowds at some 
of the major festivals in the 
land, including here at 
Gallagher Park.

Olu Dara 


Fela Kuti, Curtis Mayfield, 
Louis Armstrong—a few 
names fans toss about when 
they try to describe Olu Dara’s 
music. However, comparisons 
don’t really do him justice; 
you have to see him play. 


And playing is the perfect 
word to describe what Dara 
does. In a career spanning 
almost 40 years, he has leapt 
from blues to jazz, R&B to big 
band, writing music for 


theatre to African-influenced 
American music, and back to 
blues. He has done it all 
because he loves it all. 


Dara says his hometown of 
Natchez, Mississippi, is the 
reason he’s enthusiastic about 
all kinds of music. While 
growing up, he heard country 
and delta blues, R&B, not to 
mention opera and the 
classics. “All the music in 
America was really there,” says 
the man who picked up a 
trumpet at age seven and was 
performing in a jump blues 
band at 10. 


Dara went solo in 1998 with 
his Natchesippi Dance Band. 
Today, his focus is on vocals. 
He feels the blues have 
immense storytelling 
possibilities, especially when 
infused with African 
influences, R&B and funk. 
Where he’ll go next, not even 
Olu Dara knows.

As far as West African music 


goes, Alpha Yaya Diallo 
measures up to such 
luminaries as Salif Keita, 
Baaba Maal, Youssou N’ Dour 
and Ismeal Lo. And he’s 
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developing his strong 
distinctive and very agile style 
of Guinean music in 
Vancouver! 


Diallo is a musician in 
every sense of the word. His 
exceptional ear allowed him 
to transpose the music of 
traditional Guinean 
instruments to guitar when he 
was quite young. The guitar 
has been his primary 
instrument ever since. 


A self-taught musician, 
Diallo was already in demand 
while in school and university, 
performing with such bands 
as The Sons of Rais and Syli 
Authentique. He later moved 
to Europe and became a 
member of Fatala, a group of 
West African musicians 
recording with Peter Gabriel’s 
Real World label. 


During a North American 
tour, Diallo decided to settle 
on Canada’s west coast, and 
since 1991 he’s been forging 
an impressive solo career. 
Starting with the release of his 
first album in 1993, he has 
received Juno Awards, West 
Coast Music Awards and a 
Music Africa Award for every 
album. His latest, The Journey, 
continues to explore his roots 
and shows an even greater 


level of sophistication. 
Folkroots describes his music as 
“a rich blend of the timeless 
and the contemporary to 
delight the ear, the heart and 
especially the feet.” 


Diallo has travelled to 
Edmonton with Dave Moran 
(drum kit), Vigaro Celey (bass 
guitar), Karamba Diabate

Ruthie Foster 
USA! 


Ruthie Foster admits her 
music (a mixture of folk, 
gospel, Texas soul and rock) 
is difficult to categorize. 
Wherever you place her, 
music has always been the 
centre of this native Texan’s 
life. She picked up the guitar 
at age 11 and taught herself to 
play. She also sang in her 
church choir and played the 
organ even though her feet 
couldn’t reach the pedals. 


Later she spent four years 
in the American navy, before 
moving to New York, where 
she was signed to Atlantic 
Records, mostly as a 
songwriter and studio 
musician. She wrote over 60 
songs during the next five 
years and worked with some

of the biggest names in the 
songwriting business. 


“I was living a dream,” she 
once said. “With my guitar on 
my back, walking down Fifth 
Avenue because I was going to 
work to write songs.” 


Foster started writing and 
performing for herself in the 
mid ’90s, after she returned to 
Texas to care for her ailing 
mother. Along with her 
musical partner Cyd Cassone, 
she performed in clubs all 
around her old hometown 
and built up a considerable 
fan base. She now has two 
releases on her own label 
(M.O.D. for My Own Damn 
Records), and her soulful 
voice and diverse sound 
continue to attract fans from a 
wide spectrum of society. 


“Kids like listening to her,” 
said musical partner Cyd 
Cassone. “Grandmas and 
grandpas like her; the biker 
guys like her, and professors 
like her.” wa 


Patty Griffin

“The South, musically, makes 
a lot of sense to me,” says 
Patty Griffin. “There is, and 
always has been, a twang in 


my voice. And something 
nasal, too. I think that’s the 
French-Canadian stuff, 
actually. Anyway, I love that 
sound. I can’t help it. I’ve got 
the nose.” 


So where does the “French- 
Canadian stuff’ come in for 
this singer-songwriter who was 
born in Old Town, Maine and 
went to Boston and New 
Orleans to make her mark? 
Apparently her ancestors once 
made the long trek from 
Canada’s Maritimes to the 
American South as recounted 
in Evangeline and other Cajun 
legends. 


Though she got her first 
guitar at 16 and inherited a 
remarkable voice, Griffin 
originally spent more time 
writing songs than singing 
them.

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“I was too timid to get out 
there, and I think I was kind 
of overwhelmed by the city, 
coming from such a small 
town,” she says. She even tried 
to give up music. 


But that was before Boston, 
where she got to know a lot of 
the local performers 
(especially those in rock 
bands), took guitar lessons 
and recorded a couple of 
demos. Her teacher, John 
Curtis, was so impressed the 
two formed a duo act, and she 
did a solo tour on the 
strength of her first album, 
Living with Ghosts. 


From Boston, Griffin 
moved to Nashville, but 
stopped off at New Orleans to 
produce Flaming Red and then 
hit the road again. Her 
followup album, Silver Bell, was 
never released, but her latest 
CD, 1000 Kisses (ATO 
Records) promises to make 
up for all that. 


Now, she says, “Songwriting 
tends to come out of what I 
need to sing out of my body. 
It’s the feel of the thing—the 
way it feels to sing.” ak

In the music business, most 
performers whose major label 
debuts hit gold and produce 
two major hits (“Walk This 
Road” and “Falling”) try to 
capitalize on their success by 
putting out new releases as 
soon as they can. Artist Bruce 
Guthro, of Cape Breton, 
didn’t play it that way. Facing 
the daunting task of following 
up his 1998 award-winning 
recording Of Your Son, he 
wanted to do it right, not 
necessarily fast. 


Two years in the making, 
his new album, Guthro (2001), 
was recorded in Memphis, 
New Orleans, Toronto, New 
York, Hollywood, Orlando 
and Nova Scotia. For it, 
Guthro crafted a collection of 
eclectic songs. Some are 


uplifting, some hard hitting, 
but all showcase his versatility, 
his striking voice and his 
songwriting ability. 


“I didn’t think about any 
particular genre of music 
when we started,” explains 
Guthro. “I’m basically a 
storyteller, so I can wrap my 
songs in any format—rock, 
pop or country, whatever 
I want.” 


Guthro also does double 
duty as lead singer of Runrig, a 
veteran Scottish Celtic rock 
group that enjoys vast 
popularity abroad. Runrig 
recently released a CD of its 
own and completed a 
successful tour of Europe. 

The band will play late in 
August at Denmark’s Tonder 
festival, where the Chieftains 
and Newfoundland’s Great Big 
Sea are also on the bill. 


Guthro has also hosted 
CBC-TV specials featuring 
a variety of renowned 
songwriters, including Jim 
Cuddy, Colin James and Rita 
MacNeil. A winner of East 
Coast Music Awards, 
Canadian Radio Music Awards 
and Music Industry of Nova 
Scotia Awards, he’s toured 
solo, with the Rankins, Jann 
Arden and Leahy. rk

He coulda been a contender, 
a superstar. But Joe Hall is 
more comfortable on the 
fringes of the music industry. 


For the past 30 years or so, 
either alone or with his band, 
Continental Drift, Hall has 
created songs about the 
misfits and outcasts in society. 
These are fully fleshed-out 
characters that he might not 
have encountered if he was a 
big star. 


Hall’s music has always 
been witty; he liked to write 
and sing funny songs before 
they were fashionable. His live 
shows are manic, a bizarre 
cabaret-style that challenges 
audience perceptions, leaving 
them rolling in the aisle and 
scratching their heads at the 
same time. But there’s a 
deeper level to his music as 
well, an intelligent and artistic 


quality. 


Hall comes from a time of 
quirky Canadian musical 
characters, folks like 
Mendelson Joe, Carole Pope, 
Pye Dubois and Fred 
Eaglesmith, folks who took 
the stage at folk clubs in 
Toronto and tried to express 
their artistic sensibilities 
through their music. 


“T don’t know where 
I belong. I’m all over the 


musical map,” Hall 
once said. “I draw 
influences from 
traditional bluegrass 
and convey music 
from aural 
landscapes, from pre- 
War German cabaret, 
from movie music to 
swing.” 


Which translates to 
something utterly 
unique, something 
we should be glad still 
exists. You'll laugh; 
you'll think; you’ll scratch 
your head. Don’t miss Joe 
Hall. You’ll never forgive 
yourself.

And when his mother 
bought him his first guitar 
and turned him on to 
Lightnin’ Hopkins and the 
Delta Blues, Harris found his 
true musical calling. 


However, he didn’t restrict 
his music to the blues-gone-by 
of an earlier generation. 
That’s just his jumping off 
point as he explore’s 
everything from Caribbean 
rhythms to mambos, reggae 
and ragtime, to jazz, rap and 
hip-hop. 


In Corey Harris, the 
festival-goer will find a 
musician with an eclectic 
vision who has reconceived 
and expanded the blues 
tradition into a remarkable 
contemporary and authentic 
voice.

Ron Hynes 
Newfoundland 


A prolific songwriter and one 
of Newfoundland’s most 
visible entertainers, Ron 
Hynes is perhaps best known 
for composing “Sonny’s 
Dream,” a folk classic 
recorded by dozens of bands 
and singers worldwide. 


Hynes began performing 
on the coffeehouse circuit 
through the Maritimes and 
Ontario in the late ’70s. 

He went on to found the 
Wonderful Grand Band, 

one of Newfoundland’s most 
popular acts. Combining 
traditional and original songs, 
fresh musical ideas and comic

interludes, the band spent six 
years touring, producing its 
own TV series and recording 
two albums. 


When the Wonderful Grand 
Band broke up in 1983, Hynes 
focused on a repertoire of new 
songs. He also returned to 
musical theatre, television and 
film acting, and recorded a 
children’s album called Small 
Fry. By 1992, he had compiled 
an impressive catalogue of 
several hundred songs and a 
reputation as one of Canada’s 
finest folk and country music 
composers. 


With EMI Canada, he 
released two critically 
acclaimed albums: Cryer’s 
Paradise (1993) and Face to the 
Gale (1996). His association 
with EMI ended in 1997, 
but in the same year he and 
his wife released 11:11 
Newfoundland Women Sing Songs 
by Ron and Connie Hynes. 

His most recent album is 

the independently released 
Standing in Line in the Rain 
(1998), and his new CD should 
be out this year. 


Hynes is a five time People’s 
Choice winner, a three time 
East Coast Music winner, a 
recipient of the Newfoundland 
and Labrador Arts Counci 
Artist of the Year Award (1992) 


and a Juno and CCMA 
nominee. His recent honours 
include 1997 and 1998 MIA 
awards. rk :

Janis Ian. Her name 
practically tells its own story. 
From “Society’s Child” (her 
socially-charged first hit, 
released in 1967, when she 
was only 15) to “At Seventeen” 
(her 1975 hit about harsh 
realities of unpopular teens), 
to over 17 albums, Janis Ian 
has always been a performer 
to reckon with. 


She’s even been banned 
from the airwaves and received 
death threats because of her 
music. She was also the first 
musical performer to appear 
on Saturday Night Live and has 
been nominated for a Grammy 
in every single decade since 
the ’60s. 


A fighter for human rights, 
MADD, AIDS issues and 
various other social causes, 
Ian’s ability to stand her 
ground, both for her music 
and other causes, kicked 
opened a lot of doors for 
those who followed in her 
footsteps. For years she wrote 
a regular column for the gay 
and lesbian magazine The 
Advocate. Her use of acoustic 
guitar with powerful lyrics and 
melodies has.inspired the

likes of Ani DiFranco, Jewel, 
Sarah McLachlan and 
Lucinda Williams. 


Now in the 21* century, Ian 
has come back full force with a 
seven-album deal with 


Windham Hill Records and her 


latest release, God and the FBI. 
Full of anger and whimsy, the 
album was inspired by the 
surveillance of her family by 
government agents in the ’50s. 
The investigations started when 
her chicken farmer father 
attended a meeting on egg 
prices and the family was 
watched for years. 


Ian, true to her passion, 
continues to create powerful 
and challenging music. Folk 
festival goers, both new and 
old, will have a special treat 
when she tunes her guitar and 
takes centre stage. wa 


Ever since they emerged from 
Atlanta with the release of 
Strange Fire on their own Indigo 
Records in 1987, Emily Saliers 
and Amy Ray, better known as 
the Indigo Girls, have delivered 
some of the best music in the 
contemporary pop folk genre. 


With the surge in popularity of 
folk-based rock in the late ’80s, 
recognition and accolades 
came easily for these childhood 
friends who began playing 
music together in high school. 


Securing a deal with Epic 
Records and releasing their 
self-titled label debut in 1989, 
was another career boost. 
Eventually going platinum, the 
album stayed on the charts for 
35 weeks, and the single 
“Closer to Fine” peaked at 
number 52 on the Billboard 
chart. The disc also earned a 
Grammy for Best 
Contemporary Folk 
Recording and a nomination 
for Best New Artist. 


Touring and recording 
relentlessly, the duo produced 
a trailblazing catalogue of 
albums throughout the ’90s, 
ranging from Nomads Indians 
Saints and Rites of Passage, to 
Swamp Ophelia and Shaming of 
the Sun, to Come On Now Social. 
Along the way, the pair also 
released two live albums— 
Back on the Bus, Ya’lland the 
double-disc 1,200 Curfews— 
and found time to join Sarah 
McLachlan and friends on the 
highly successful Lilith Fair 
tours.

Andy Irvine 
Ireland 


“To preserve Irish traditional 
music without embalming it; 
to expand that tradition 
without distorting it; to use 
songs old and new to 
celebrate life’s good times 
and remind us of the world’s 
dangers past and ever- 
present”—this is artist Andy 
Irvine’s musical mission. 





The singer-songwriter and 
multi-instrumentalist is a 20" 
century performer whose 
material ranges from 
centuries-old music from his 
native Ireland to Woody 
Guthrie, to the music of 
Eastern Europe, to modern 
compositions. 


A key figure in traditional 
Irish music since the late ’60s 
when he was emerging on the 
Dublin folk scene, Irvine has 
recorded infrequently as a 
solo artist. His latest CD, Way 
Out Yonder (2001)—hailed by 
the Jrsh Times as “a bloody 
masterpiece”—is only his 
third commercial release. The 
album is Irvine at his best: 
backed by some of Ireland’s 
finest instrumentalists, 
applying his voice, mandolin, 
bouzouki, hurdygurdy and 
harmonica to a mixture of 
mostly original and traditional 
material. 


Irvine continues to write or 
adapt political and social 
protest songs, such as “Born 
in Carrickfergus” (about 
Ireland’s religious troubles) 
and “Moreton Bay” (an early 
19" century ballad). His 
lighter, more traditional side 
is evident in “The Girl I Left 
Behind” and the whimsical 


- medley “They'll Never Believe 


It’s True.” Another track, 
“The Highwayman,” features 
an arrangement by Canadian 
singer and harpist Loreena 
McKennitt. 


Irvine has been at the core 
of many great Irish traditional 
groups, from the 
groundbreaking Sweeney’s 
Men to the classic Planxty 
and, more recently, Patrick 
Street. He’s also worked as 
part of a duo, with fellow 
musical icons Dick Gaughan 
and Paul Brady. rk

Q Magazine praises this Welsh 
troubadour for “thoughtful 
lyrics . . . lungpower aplenty . . . 
and a heart full of breathless 
emotions.” The Boston Globe 
calls him this “fine talent” 
whose live set is “a profound 
experience.” Fellow 
songwriter Tom Robinson 
calls Martyn Joseph “one of 
the most charismatic and 
electrifying performers in 
Britain today.” 


Joseph’s songs are often 
laments for a culture gone 
awry, but threaded with 
compassion more than 
judgment, sadness more than 
anger. He also has an ironic 
bent and describes “Take 
Celebrity” as an “anti-celebrity 
song... about our futile 
obsession with fame.” He 
continues: “It’s no secret the 
lives of many of these shiny 
happy people we know so 


much about—merely because 
they can sing or perform— 
appear to be pretty shallow 
and meaningless . .. But we 
wish for it all the same.” 


These are compelling 
insights, all the more so when 
we consider that earning his 
living making music wasn’t 
Joseph’s first choice. He 
started playing golf at 10, 
and by 15 was playing with a 
handicap of one. When he 
realized a professional golf 
career was probably beyond 
his grasp, music took over. 

“I didn’t say ‘right it’s 
going to be music,’ I just 
subconsciously began to put 
more energy into it,” he 
explains. “I’d written a few 
draft songs when I was 12 or 
13, played in a school band, 
but never really considered 
that my vocation would be 
music. . . it wasn’t like ‘I’m 
going to be a rock ’n’ roll 
singer and try to change the 
world!’” That came later. sa 


The Laws 
British Columbia 


The Laws’ blend of simple 
arrangements and country 
harmonies often earn the 
band the label of “bluegrass.” 
Yet labelling this talented 
husband and wife acoustic 
songwriting duo is selling 
them short. Known for their 
“tight-as-a-glove” vocal 


harmonies, John and Michele 
Law perform original music 
that crosses many musical 
genres, including bluegrass, 
folk and what the couple calls 
“alternative” country. 


The Ontario ex-patriots 
currently make their home on 
B.C.’s Saltspring Island, where 
the local music scene reads 
like a who’s-who of Canadian 
luminaries—B.T.O.’s Randy 
Bachman, Chilliwack’s Bill 
Henderson, Grapes of Wrath’s 
Tom Hooper and singer- 
songwriter Valdy. Like them, 
the pair have found the island 
inspirational. While they 
worked the circuit playing 
their instruments with other 
artists, at home they wrote 
their own songs. 


The formula seems to be 
working; the couple wrote all 
but one of the songs on their 
debut CD, Estimated Time of 
Revival (2000)—a collection 
of songs tinged with the sweet, 
earthy flavours of bluegrass, 
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gospel and old-time country. 


“Vocal harmonies are 
exquisite, and their lyrics ring 
with sincerity,” says one critic. 
Likewise, their instrumental 
work is flawless and inventive, 
with Michele on bass and 
guitar, and John on guitar and 
mandolin. 


“The main thing about this 
record and tour is that 
Michele and I can do it 
together,” says John. “We 
don’t have to leave anybody at 
home. It’s a beautiful thing.” 
RK 


Los Lobos 
U.S.A. 


In its breakout album, Los 
Lobos asked the musical 
question: How Will the Wolf 
Survive? Almost 20 years later, 
Los Lobos (“the Wolves” in 
English) is still going strong. 
A new album, Good Morning 
Aztlan, and band members are 
still enjoying their status as 
Hispanic rock music legends. 


So, you may ask, how has 
the Wolf survived? There are a 
number of reasons. Naturally, 
music is one. Since the 
group’s formation in 1973, 
Los Lobos has created 
beguiling and versatile music 
based on Mexican traditions 
but influenced by blues, rock 
and punk. 


Remember, Los Lobos 
played some of its first shows 
outside of the Mexican

wedding band circuit in front 
of the pogo-ing mohawks of 
L.A.’s burgeoning punk rock 
scene. 


From there the band caught 
international attention with its 
version of Richie Valens’ La 
Bamba and by creating some of 
the most intriguing Latino 
music ever heard, with albums 
La Pistola Y El Corazon, Kiko, 
This Time, Collosal Head and 
this latest release. 


“It’s been a long tough road 
for us,” explains Louis Perez. 
And by us he means himself, 
David Hidalgo, Conrad 
Lozano, Cesar Rosas and Steve 
Berlin. 


“What it comes down to is 
friendship. We make music 
because that’s what we were 
put on this earth to do. It’s 
what we’re good at.” 


That’s another reason the 
Wolf survives, because of the 
bond between band members. 
The music may evolve and 
challenge, but Los Lobos in 
2002 is the same four guys that 
started the band in 1973, plus 
the addition of Berlin in 1983. 


Louie Perez also says, “What 
amazes me is that after this 
long, we’ve not only become 
stronger as a band, but we’ve 
been able to maintain a sense 
of enthusiasm and discovery 
about ourselves and our 
music.” wa 








Nick Lowe 


Nick Lowe 
England 


You could chalk it up to luck. 
Nick Lowe has been part of 
many musical landmarks, but 
with his track record, it’s clear 
luck has nothing to do with it. 


Lowe was a triple threat 
from the moment he started 
gaining wide attention. In 1976, 
he joined up with Jake Riviera 
and Dave Robinson to form 
Stiff Records out of the U.K. 
“Heart of the City”/“So It 
Goes,” debut single for both 
Lowe and Stiff Records, was an 
immediate smash and started 
off the British Indie label 
boom. The next year he 
produced Elvis Costello’s debut 
album, My Aim is True, and it 
was Official. Nick Lowe was 
swinging in the majors, having 
proven himself as musician, 
producer and songwriter. 


Through the ’70s and ’80s, 
Lowe produced Costello’s next 
five albums, as well as albums 
for The Damned, The 
Pretenders, The Men They 
Couldn’t Hang, John Hiatt, and 
The Fabulous Thunderbirds. At 
the same time, he became 
known for his songwriting wit 
and his soulful pop-country-jazz 
sensibility as a performer. 


Nick Lowe’s music hovers 
outside classification because 
every album has a slightly 
different feel, best described 
by your feelings when you're 
listening to it. His latest, The 
Convincer, is continued proof 
of his subtlety. ic 





Corb Lund 


Corb Lund Band 


Alberta 


Stop what you’re doing. Put 
down that smuggled daiquiri, 
arise from your folding chair, 
and start hunting for your 
other sandal. You'll want to 
see Corb Lund and his band 
the minute you finish reading 
about them. 


Lund’s been a fixture in 
this city for years now, first 
gaining attention as the bass 
player in the hardest-rockin’ 
rock band this city’s ever seen, 
the smalls. The Corb Lund 
Band began as a part-time gig 
in 1994, an opportunity for 
“Corby” and the boys to play 
the country music that 
schooled ’em as youngsters. 


What resulted was a 
compelling mix of stories and 
images set against the 
backdrop of rural Alberta, 
with Lund’s old-style country 
vibe at the helm. 


The Corb Lund Band 
immediately brings to mind 
giants such as Ian Tyson, 
Marty Robbins and Ramblin’ 
Jack Elliott, even while it 
forges a new direction in 
Canadian roots music. The 
band gets regular play on 
campus and independent 
radio stations across the 
country, and repeated nods 
from the Alberta Recording 
Industry Association. Five 
Dollar Bill, the band’s latest 
CD, was produced by Harry 
Stinson of the Dead 
Reckoners, and is receiving 
some pretty promising 
attention. LG

Always in high demand as a 
session player, the Maritimer 
who’s made Edmonton his 
home for over 20 years, has 
added solo artist to his 
impressive resumé. “My songs 
start out as hardcore country, 
but they can grow in a variety of 
ways,” says MacDougall. “What I 
like about playing them solo is 
that I can reinvent them every 
time I perform them.” 


MacDougall’s first solo 
recording, Gathering Time 
(1999), showcases his 
distinctive voice and ability 
to write strong lyrics. All but 
two of the songs on the album 
are his, and his keyboard 
work is the predominant 
instrumentation. His latest CD, 
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Stewart MacDougall 
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Heresay (2001), is the second 
chapter of his new musical 
journey as a vocalist. Like its 
predecessor, the disc is filled 
with original tunes, including 
some co-written with Ian Tyson, 
Billy Cowsill, David Wilkie and 
Michael Shellard. 


MacDougall has also worked 
as one-half of the duo Great 
Western Orchestra. With David 
Wilkie, he composed, arranged 
and produced two CDs— Wind 
in the Wireand Buffalo Ground. 
Through other musical 
alliances, MacDougall created 
the National Film Board’s 
animated film Cactus Swing and 
made TV appearances on Sun

Celso Machado and

Celso Machado and Qiu Xia 
He were born more than half a 
world apart and at first seem to 


be an odd musical and cultural 
mix.

Ashley Maclsaac is far more 
than a regional phenomenon. 
In fact, since he launched 
himself from Cape Breton, 
assumptions about the island’s 
music have changed, and it’s 
safe to assume the island has 
changed as well. MacIsaac 
picked up the fiddle when he 
was nine—in the town of 
Creignish in Inverness 
County—and he’s been 
steeped in the Cape Breton 
tradition ever since. 





Yeah, his “Hi, How Are You 
Today?” sounds anything but 
traditional, yet he maintains his 
style is true not only to the 
island, but to the 17" century 
Scottish highlands. “I still play 
the fiddle the same way, 
whether I’m playing with a 
band or at a square dance,” he 
says. Only “the arrangements 
on top” deviate from Cape 
Breton’s cherished musical 
tenets. 


Stull, the persona he’s 


adopted would only be slightly

Nova Scotia 


When you're talking about 
Cape Breton, you’re talking 
about high steppin’, fiddlin’ 
music steeped in the Scottish 
and Irish dance traditions. 
And if you mention the names 
MacMaster and Holland in 
Cape Breton fiddlin’ circles, 
then you’re talking about 
legends. 


First, there’s Hugh Allan 
(Buddy) MacMaster, a retired 
CN telegraph operator who 
had his first professional 
fiddling gig in 1938, at the 
age of 14. He got paid $4. 
After paying for his bus ticket 
to the gig and his train ticket 
back, he netted a profit of $3. 


MacMaster, known as the 
grand old man of Cape Breton 
fiddlin’ who’s taken his fiddle 
all over the world, was a 
regular on John Allan 
Cameron’s TV show and set 
the stage for the younger 
whippersnappers to follow. 

His first album (1989), entitled 


Judique On The Floor, was a 


long-awaited compilation of 
traditional strathspeys, 
marches and reels. Since then,

he’s released two more 
albums, and his influence can 
be heard in many of his 
students, such as his niece | 
Natalie and a fella named 
Ashley Maclssac. 


As for Jerry Holland, he 
started fiddling a few years 
later than Buddy, back in 1960, 
but then again he was only five 
years old. The Hollands lived 
in Boston, but Holland’s father 
(also a fiddler) was determined 
his son would become a Cape 
Breton-style fiddler. 


“My father was my first 
teacher,” says Holland, “and we 
listened to a lot of music 
together, on records and at 
house parties and dances 
throughout Boston and Cape 
Breton. He wanted me to hear 
all the fiddlers possible, and it 
was through his determination 
that I was exposed at a very 
early age to great fiddlers... 

I owe a great debt to these 
fathers of music.”

Harry Manx 
British Columbia 


To say Harry Manx is a unique 
blues musician is a glaring 
understatement. To say he’s 
an unassuming, comfortable 
guitar player and singer is 
only part of the story. To say 
he’s an expressive, emotional 
performer is only scratching 
the surface. 


Born on the Isle of Man, 
Manx moved to Canada as a 
child and began honing his 
musical skills early. In the 
mid-’70s, he hit the road, 
performing in bars and cafés 
across this wide world. He 
paused for some months in 
India, where he met and 
studied with Indian slide 
guitarist Vishwa Mohan Bhatt. 


The result of his 
experience is a folk-world- 
blues sound that incorporates 
the depth of the mohan veena, 


an Indian stringed 
instrument, as well as the 
essence of the blues. 


Billboard Magazine calls 
Harry Manx “a master of the 
lap-slide guitar” and “one of 
Canada’s most versatile and 
expressive blues players.” He’s 
also been called a vital link 
between the music of East and 
West, and his performances 
pack a wallop that’s hard to 
forget. 


If you have any doubts, just 
look at Harry Manx’s face 
every time he’s on stage. He’s 
a musician because he’s filled 
with music and a performer 
because he has a love that 
springs to life when shared. 
You will no doubt find a 
contagious smile creeping 
across your face as well. tc 


Kate & Anna 
McGarrigle 

Quebec 

Kate and Anna McGarrigle 
have been making old-time 
folk sound new for decades, 
and their rural Quebec roots 
have imbued Canada’s folk 
scene with a touch of delicate 
simplicity. Their style can be 
reproduced, yet it’s never 
quite as good as when the 
sisters themselves get up, or 
rather szt down, to play. 


Their first album, produced 
in 1976, instantly solidified 
Kate and Anna as folk music’s 


eccentric and slightly 
Victorian daughters. They’ve 
since collaborated with The 
Chieftains, Emmylou Harris, 
Linda Ronstadt, Richard and 
Linda Thompson and Joan 
Baez, to name a few. And 
songs such as “Heart Like a 
Wheel” and “Goin’ Back to 
Harlan” have become 
standards in the realm of 
quiet, country-folk music. 


Their latest major 
collaboration, the 1998 album 
The McGarrigle Hour, was a 
family affair that brought 
together Kate’s ex-husband 
Loudon Wainwright III, along 
with their kids Rufus and 
Martha Wainwright—not to 
mention Anna’s husband, 
Dane Lanken, and their 
children Lily and Sylvan. If you 
managed to catch the family at 
the festival three years ago, you 
saw the whole, laid-back, 
Saturday afternoon affair. Well, 
the sisters are a twosome again 
this weekend, and they are 
sure to set a new standard. Lc 
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sounds. The couple also draw 
on their years of performance 
and on the study of a myriad 
of popular and traditional 
music from North America, 
the Arab world and India. 


Growing up in parts of the 
world as far flung as Halifax, 
Cairo and Qatar, Maryem 
Toller busked in Europe in 
her early 20s playing tunes by 
Joni Mitchell and The Beatles. 
Returning to Canada, she 
joined the pop band Hot : 
D.A.M. Later gravitating to her : 





Arabic roots, she studied in 
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equally diverse assembly of 
wind instruments. 


Maryem and Ernie called 
upon close musical friends 
and collaborators to form 
Mernie!

He joined the group 
Foxglove at the age of 17 and 
soon found himself on the 
road, travelling across the 
U.S. and finding his band’s 
interpretation of bluegrass 
was quite different. The 
group’s early ’80s recording 
remains one of the better 


bluegrass albums created in 
Canada. 





Tony Michael 


Thanks to Michael’s ability 
to perform a wide variety of 
musical styles—including 
bluegrass, Celtic, folk and 
jazz—stints with Doug Dillard, 
Danny Hooper and Diamond 
Joe White followed. Along the 
way, he met John Jorgenson 
of the famed Desert Rose 
Band—who helped land him 
a job with The Bellamy 
Brothers band. 


Michael also finds time for 
his own projects—The Tony 
Michael Band and The Foggy 
Minded Mountain Boys—an 
acoustic trio he fronts. His 
new CD release, Earthtones 
(2002), with Royalty Records, 
features 16 songs that 
showcase his mastery of the 
fiddle. “He crosses various 
musical genres, transcending 
and uniting the traditional 
elements of country 
bluegrass,” notes one critic.

Lynn Miles 


Lynn Miles 
Ontario 


With touching lyrics, exquisite 
guitar work and pure clear 
vocals, Quebec-born Lynn 
Miles has been compared to 
Shawn Colvin, Lucinda 
Williams and Joni Mitchell. 
Recently selected by Billboard 
Magazine as one of the 10 best 
performers of the year— 
alongside the likes of Beck, 
Curtis Mayfield and Sheryl 
Crow—Miles is being touted 
as one of music’s most 
auspicious new arrivals. 


Her first label release, 
Slightly Haunted, was one of 
the most popular records of 
1996. The followup, Night in a 
Strange Town (1998), saw her 
evolve and develop, and some 
call her latest CD, Unravel 
(2001), her best work to date. 
It has also been described as 
“brilliant and beautiful with a 
plaintive singing style and 
tuneful stories about 
heartache, longing and 
fulfillment.” 


This latest recording also 
reunites Miles with friend and 
long-time collaborator Ian 
Lefeuvre. “Together they have 
produced a tender and subtle 
album, full of thought- 
provoking lyrics and gentle 
melodies,” says another critic. 
Every track reveals Miles’ 
vocal clarity—from the 
shimmering pop of 


“Undertow” to more plaintive, 
rootsy offerings, such as “I’m 
the Moon” and “You’re Not 
Coming Back.” 


In the early ’90s, Miles 
released two independent 
recordings in Canada: Lynn 
Miles and Chalk This One Up to 
the Moon. Her poignant song 
“Remembrance Day” is also 
featured on a Canadian 
Armed Forces video depicting 
the losses of war. It plays on 
television stations across 
Canada every November 11. 


Miles isn’t afraid to explore 
the more melancholy side of 
life, and the New York Times 
says she “mak[es] forlorn 
sound like a state of grace.” 


“Sad is more in the shadow, 
and there’s something more 
honest about it,” explains 
Miles. “It’s easy to make happy 
songs.” RK 


Keb’ Mo’ 

U.S.A. 

With his masterful 94 debut, 
Keb’ Mo’, the L.A. native also 
known as Kevin Moore, let 
loose with an album full of 
solid songwriting and 
extraordinary acoustic blues 
guitar work. Five releases 
later, Mo’ continues to refine 
his sound, seeking to bridge 
the stylistic gap between the 
Southern blues and the best 
of current pop sensibilities. 


His latest release, Big Wide 
Grin (2001), includes a 
number of new originals 
combined with a healthy dose 
of covers, including Stevie 
Wonder’s “Isn’t She Lovely” 
and Joni Mitchell’s “Big 
Yellow Taxi.” “Unafraid to 
acknowledge his musical 
roots, Moore weaves a curious 
amalgam of tradition and 
modernity into a style that’s 
uniquely his own,” says one 
critic. Other albums include 
The Door (2000) and two 





Grammy-award-winning 
recordings for Best 
Contemporary Blues Album— 
the critically acclaimed Slow 


Down (1998) and Just Like You 
(1996). 


For all the recognition his 
blues-touched music has 
garnered, Mo’ doesn’t see 
himself as a bluesman. 


“It’s a heavy honour to 
really be a bluesman,” says 
Mo’. “I love the blues, I do the 
blues, but I’m probably not 
consistent enough doing just 
blues, blues, blues, to be a 
blues artist.” 


Stull, he appreciates the 
lessons his blues heroes have 
taught him. “If you’re talking 
about what’s going on in your 
life, chances are there’s a 
couple more people out there 
who are having the same 
experience, and then you 
don’t feel like such an island 
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anymore,” says Mo’. “The 
blues kinda bring everyone 
together.” rk 
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Described as one of the most 
intellectually compelling 
songwriters in town, 
Edmonton-based artist Terry 
Morrison is known for her 
own inimitable contemporary 
roots music. A strong acoustic 
guitar player, she combines a 
unique sense of phrasing, 
melody and rhythm to create 
what some call jazz folk and 
country fusion. 


With her first release, 
The Breaking Ground (1995), 
Morrison began to be 
recognized as a performing 
songwriter. From the Cajun 
country feel of “Split in Two” 
to the haunting ethereal 
“Siren Song,” critics say the 
album “flow[s] easily, tied 
together by the warmth of her 
voice and insightful well- 
crafted lyrics.” To make the 


CD, Morrison assembled many

respected members of the 
city’s music community, 
including Bill Bourne, 
Shannon Johnson and Dale 
Ladouceur. 


Her followup album, 
No Covers (1997), ranges from 
upbeat acoustic pop to jazz to 
quirky blues to introspective 
ballads. 


Morrison is no newcomer 
to the Canadian music scene. 
Public radio and college and 
university stations across the 
continent play her music 
regularly, and her songs have 
been used in two independent 
films, as well as by Fox 


Network (U.S.). 


Morrison also tours and 
has performed at the 
Edmonton and Calgary folk 
festivals, Toronto’s Mariposa 
Festival, Vancouver’s Island 
Music Festival and Alberta’s 
North and South Country

the stage with artists such as 
Janis Ian and Ian Tyson, and 
has opened for songwriting 
icon Loudon Wainwright III.

The women of Mortal Coil 
Performance Society create a 
fuss wherever they go, and 
their high-energy antics have 
heated up festivals across 
Canada and the U.S. for over 
10 years.

Add 
drums and vocal harmonies, 
and you'll be transported 
along with your children. 


This year, the “chix on stix” 
take flight, with the soaring 
Eagle, Dancing Dragonflies 
and the exquisite Blue Heron. 
Blue Heron’s appearance is 
straight from Stanley Park, 
where she performed 
alongside the miniature 
railway. 


Earlier acts have ranged 
from the Carnival-Disco 
Queens and the Muses 
(featuring history, astronomy 
and erotic love poetry) to the 
family show Lava & Bones, 
which starred a stilt-walking 
Tyrannosaurus Rex almost 
three metres tall and three 
metres long. 


The performers this year, 
Sharon Bayly, Bessie Wapp 
and Denise Galay, have varied 
backgrounds, everything from 
the Royal Winnipeg Ballet to 
the Ochiemi West African 
Drum & Dance Ensemble of 
Seattle. They call their efforts 
interdisciplinary art—in plain 
English that means they 





combine stilt dance, African 
dance, singing and acting. So, 
keep your eyes open. A trio of 
10-foot disco dancers or fire 
women may be dancing right 
next to you.

Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band 

U.S.A. 

From the release of its 
landmark multi-platinum 
album, Will The Circle Be 
Unbroken, 30 years ago to its 
recent re-release, the Nitty 
Gritty Dirt Band has come full 
circle and is still known for its 
ability to bridge the gap 
between contemporary and 
traditional music. 


Growing up in Southern 
California in the late ’60s, 
long-time members—Jeff 
Hanna, John McEuen, Jimmie 
Fadden and Jimmy 
Ibbotson—started as a roots 
band and helped spawn the 
West Coast’s country-rock 
movement of that era. 


“T think our contribution to 
country-rock was that we 
brought more of a bluegrass 
and mountain feel to it,” says 
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Nitty Gritty Dirt Band 
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McEuen. “And that musical 
thread has remained the 
significant core of our music.” 


While the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band has placed 21 albums on 
Billboard's charts and some 30 
songs on the magazine’s 
singles list, the group’s 
hallmark remains its ability to 
continually reinvent itself. 


Its credits include 
breakthrough hit “Mr. 
Bojangles” plus top 40 
successes “American Dream” 
(with Linda Ronstadt) and 
“Make a Little Magic” (with 
Nicolette Larson). There’s 
also a string of country chart- 
toppers, starting with “Dance 
Little Jean” and including hits 
like “Fishin’ in the Dark,” 
“Modern Day Romance” and 
“Long Hard Road.” 





The re-release of Will the 
Circle Be Unbroken (2002) 
comes on the heels of new 
interest in roots music, thanks 
to the highly successful 
Grammy-award-winning 
soundtrack O Brother Where Art 
Thou? First re-released in the 
late ’80s, the album has 
expanded this year to a two-disc 
set, featuring a cast of 
traditional music legends.

With all the necessary 
ingredients for success— 
stunning vocals, fluency on 


guitar, mandolin and fiddle, 
and a natural gift for 


songwriting—Tim O’Brien has, 


over the past 20 years, made a 
lasting mark on what some call 
“Americana” music. Whether 
it’s an old fiddle tune, a ’50s 
honky-tonk shuffle or an 


original bluegrass number, his 
music feels traditional yet is 
served up with an original 
contemporary twist. 


O’Brien began performing 
in the late ’70s as a member of 
Hot Rize—one of America’s 
most innovative and 
entertaining bluegrass bands. 
When the group disbanded in 
1990, he went on to tour with 
his current band, Tim O’Brien 
& The O’Boys, recording the 
highly acclaimed Odd Man Inn 
and Oh Boy, O’Boy on Sugar Hill 
Records. 


O’Brien’s parallel solo 
career has also allowed him to 
hone his musicianship and 
wide-ranging tastes. His first 
album, Hard Year Blues (1984), 
reached beyond bluegrass into 
folk fusion. 


Later, his releases with his 
sister Mollie O’Brien 
showcased his love for antique 


country material, folk songs 
and swing. Around this time, 
O’Brien met Kathy Mattea, 
who turned his “Walk the Way 
the Wind Blows” into a top-10 
hit and followed it up with his 
“Untold Stories.” 


More recent O’Brien 
releases include When No One’s 
Around (1997) and The Crossing 
(1999), an ambitious 16-song 
collection exploring Celtic 
musical traditions in America. 


The anxiously awaited 
followup, Two Journeys (2001), 
finds him travelling again, 
musically speaking, now with 
an eye towards the Irish coast 
his ancestors left behind. rk

Two Weekend Passes to next year’s Edmonton Folk Music Festival,

Old Reliable has shared 
the stage with the likes of 
Gord Downie, Richard 
Buckner, Ray Condo, The 
Dinner is Ruined and Giant 
Sand. The Gradual Moment,

Tom Phillips and the Men of 
Constant Sorrow is seven 
members strong. At the core of 
the band is Tom Phillips. With 
the skill of an artisan and the 
soul of a true street poet, he 
creates songs which range from 
hard-core honky tonk to heart 
wrenching ballads. 


Phillips is the only member 
named on the band’s Web 
site, but he is complemented 
by Ron Dyck on accordion 
and vocals, Charlie Veilleux 
on pedal steel, Jeff Farley on 
bass, Gary Gelhorn on drums, 
David Hoffart on mandolin, 
and Dwight Thompson on 
lead electric guitar. The Men 
play honest-to-god honky tonk 
music brimming with twangy 
lead and steel guitar (nice 


accordion, too) behind 
Phillips’ perceptive lyrics. 
Those lyrics in turn probe 
timeless country music 
themes—love and loss, bar 
room bravado, the solace of 
the open road—with humour 
and pathos.” 


Houston-based Continental 
Airlines flew the group to 
Austin, Texas to perform for 
top corporate clients and then 
shot a video of the band 
performing at the legendary 
“Broken Spoke” in downtown 
Austin. 


The band’s first CD got 
positive reviews and airplay on 
alternative country stations in 
the United States and Europe, 
as well as on Radio Nagasaki’s 
Rockin’ Country program.

Paul Reddick is one of the 
most original and inventive 
blues singer-songwriters of 
today. So says Colin Linden, 
who produced Rattlebag, the 
group’s fourth album. Reddick 
is a soulful singer, intimate and 
focused, drawing lyrical 
influences from William Blake, 
Kenneth Roxroth and William 
Carlo Williams. He’s also a 
driving harp player, with 
complex rhythms and soaring 
solos. 


The Sidemen—bassist Greg 
Marshak, guitarist Shawn 
Kellerman and drummer 
Vince Maccarone—have, along 
with Reddick, been plying the 
blues byways and highways for 
over 10 years, producing a 
sound they like to call “hard 
blues for modern times.” The 
group’s roots are in the blues. 
Reddick writes about longing, 
love lost and travel, yet isn’t 
stuck in the conventions of the 
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tradition. The band’s many 
musical influences blend into 
a groove-driven style that really 
rocks the house. 


The band’s second album, 
When the Son Goes Down, was 
nominated for the 1995 Juno 
for Best Blues/Gospel Album, 
and in 1994 it won Jazz Report's 
Best Blues Group of the Year 
Award.

Don’t be fooled: Karen Savoca 
is funky. Still, some might 
assume she and her long-time 
partner and guitarist, Pete 
Heitzman, are died-in-the- 
wool, purest-of-the-pure folkies 
who live in an old converted 


church, where they spend 
their days frolicking through 
overgrown fields and making 
dandelion salads. Although the 
church part is true, Savoca and 
Heitzman pack a bit more 
wallop, musically speaking. 


For one, their old church, in 
rural upstate New York, houses 
both their recording studio and 
their enormous collection of 


musical instruments. Any 
sound they want, they can more 
than likely produce it

themselves, and both Savoca 
and Heitzman like to venture 
all over the map. 


Savoca has a voice as 
versatile as a rubber band, with 
style and taste to match. One 
minute she’s warbling, the next 
she’s rumbling. Then she’s 
actually splitting a note and 
singing in harmony with herself 
(something she calls vocal 
hydroplaning). Blues, folk, funk, 
soul, R&B, world—she’s always 
moving. 


Heitzman’s a mover too, a 
multi-instrumental chameleon, 
able to match the slipperiness 
of Savoca’s vocals with his own 
smooth guitar work. 


Savoca’s latest album is 
called All My Excuses. Watch for 
an afternoon session that pairs 
this duo with Greg Brown; the 
trio have been recording and 
touring together as of late. Lc

People by the droves are 
picking up this modest man’s 
signals and calling him one of 
Canada’s mainstay songwriters. 


Sexsmith has been covered 
by everyone from Rod Stewart 
to opera singer Anne Sophie 
Van Otter and praised by big- 
timers like Elvis Costello, Paul 
McCartney and Sheryl Crow for 


his pure songwriting and his 
eloquent storytelling. He’s one 
of those rare breeds: only his 
songs to offer, but his songs are 
so much. 


Sexsmith’s fourth album, 
Blue Boy, has lofted him into a 
larger realm. Produced by 
Steve Earle and Ray Kennedy— 
otherwise known as the dyn-o- 
mite producing team 
Twangthrust—the songs on this 
recording get to breathe a little 
more than those on previous 
albums. Blue Boy incorporates 
reggae, blues, country—still 
with that unmistakable 
Sexsmith feel. 


In other words, it takes the 
roof off his songs, proving they 
can undergo a more diverse 
creative process and still 
remain as poignant as when 
Sexsmith is alone on stage with 
his guitar.

Sharon Shannon 
Ireland 

Sharon Shannon is an 
accordion player from 
County Clare, Ireland, 
who is successful both in 
her solo career and with 
other musicians.

Her parents were set 
dancers, and their four 
children all played instruments, 
starting with tin whistles.

Six Nations Women 
Singers 


Ontario 


The Six Nations Women 
Singers derive their music 
from their roots in the 
Singing Societies prevalent 
throughout the Iroquoian 
communities of Canada and 
the United States. 


A Singing Society is a 
benevolent association that 
assists people within its 
communities in a variety of 
ways. Through their 
performances, the Six Nations 
Women Singers not only raise 
cultural awareness, but 
contribute to the fund within 
their own Singing Society. 


The members of the group 
are from the Seneca, 
Onondaga and Cayuga 
Nations. They have taken part 
in the Longhouse religious 
and social traditions of music 
and dance throughout their 
lives. In fact, four members of 
the group have been singing 
together for over 30 years. 


As a Singing Society, the 
group joins others in the 
community “sings” common 
among the Six Nations 
people. These are social 
occasions and also involve 
food and social dancing. 


A typical performance 
includes traditional Iroquois 
social dance songs, with 
emphasis on songs called 
“ehsgan:ye gae:nase” (“The 
Women’s Dance”). Other 
songs include “The Stomp 
Dance,” “The Rabbit Dance” 
and “The Dawn Song,” an old- 
style war dance song. sa 
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Todd Snider 

U.S.A. 

Todd Snider had a hard life 
prior to his career in music 
taking off. And, like his music, 
he had no fixed address. He 
ran away from home as a 
teenager and spent several 
years drifting. His voice and 
music were his trusty road 
companions. 


Eventually, the road took 
him to Memphis, where he 
met Keith Sykes (of Jimmy 
Buffet’s Coral Reefer Band) 
and got a job driving John 
Prine around. 
Sykes and Prine 
then started 
coming to 
Snider’s shows 
and through 
these and other 
friendships, he 
found people 
who understood 
his vision. He was 
soon signed to 
MCA, making 
records that 
critics responded 
to yet couldn’t 
pin down toa 
specific genre. 


Todd Snider 
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He was country, alternative, 
southern boogie, R&B and 
reckless with abandon. 


Two more well-received, 
but difficult to categorize 
records later, and Snider 
found himself without a label. 
Then other old friendships 
came into play, and he was 
signed to Prine’s Oh Boy 
label, releasing Happy to Be 
Here. More stripped down 
than his previous work, Happy 
to Be Here sees Snider still 
lacing songs with his 
trademark satire, but the 
music is more natural, more 
at ease. 


“Over the last six or seven 
years, I’ve started to 
understand what I do,” he 
says. “I’m a pretty good 
songwriter. I write pretty good 
sweet songs, pretty good good- 
time songs and even pretty 
good humour songs. But the 
thing about those kinds of 
songs, there needs to be a 
certain intimacy to really 
make ’em work.” 
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If the critics are to be 
believed, Snider seems to have 
found his address. He still 
likes to drift now and then, 
but he’s found a place he can 
call home. wa

“I’m telling on the album 
that if you have a conscience

So she put together a 
group of top-notch pickers, 
dubbed them The Rage and 
returned to the world of 
bluegrass. Complementing 
Vincent’s soaring vocals and 
driving mandolin, and Audie 
Blaylock’s outstanding 
harmonies and guitar-playing, 
the band now includes some 
new members. 


Known as one of bluegrass 
music’s premiere fiddlers, 
Hunter Berry started playing 
fiddle at 10, and in 2001 
became a member of Doyle 
Lawson & Quicksilver before 
joining the Rage. Kenny 
Ingram—one of bluegrass’s 
fastest banjo players—started 
at 12 and has worked with a 
number of critically acclaimed 
bluegrass artists. Edgar 
Loudermilk hails from 
Georgia. He’s spent most of 
his career playing with father 
Bobby Loudermilk and 
grandfather Marvin 
Loudermilk in the Kelly 
Mountain Boys. Finally, 
there’s Kent Douglas Blanton, 
on bass. sa 


The Waifs 


Australia 


You saw them 
last year. You 
watched them 
cavorting on 
stage, and you 
told all your 
friends about 
them.

The Waifs (sisters Vikki 
and Donna Simpson, along 
with Josh Cunningham) 
translates as an independent 
trio that knows the value of 
word-of-mouth, of connecting 
with the people in the 
audience. The Waifs also 
know the power of a genuine 
love for their craft. That, after 
all, is what gets people out to 
see the show. 


The Waifs 


Up until this past year, 
members of The Waifs did 
everything themselves, from 
distribution to marketing to 
booking to production of 
their three CDs: Sink or Swim 
(2000), Shelter Me (1997) and 
The Waifs (1996). After a killer 
summer of worldwide touring, 
they realized the business end 
was getting too big for them 
to handle themselves. Now, 
they have time to do things 
that bands do—like write 
songs and perform them for 
people—and. they still have 
the final word. 


Put simply, The Waifs like 
to be in control of their own 
destiny, and they like to be 
able to feed their wanderlust 
by simply putting a tour 
together. Says Donna 
Simpson, “Being on the road, 
getting out and playing to 
people just feels productive. 
That’s what live music is all 
about.” Exactly. ic 


Cheryl Wheeler 
U.S.A. 


“T have been called a 
curmudgeon,” says Cheryl 
Wheeler. “I recognize that 
there is a certain irascible 
quality about me.” 


Curmudgeon, poet, writer 
of country songs that make 
the top 10, coffeehouse folkie, 
comic, small-town girl, she 
can be bold and opinionated 
one minute, introspective and 
sensitive the next. 


As a songwriter, she’s 
written for everyone from Dan 
Seals (the No. 1 country 
“Addicted”) to Suzy Boggus, 
from Bette Midler to Kathy 
Mattea. But many critics 
lament the fact she isn’t better 
known as a solo performer. 
Wheeler is, quite simply, 

a study in contrasts. 


It all comes together, 
however, when she steps onto 
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the stage, as shown on two 
cuts of her latest disc, Sylvia 
Hotel. The live tracks as well as 
the studio songs show a 
songwriter and performer at 


the height of her craft, sure of 


her talent. No modern 
songwriter can write as 
convincingly about the pure 


joy of a nice day. And despite 


her low-key presentation, 
Cheryl Wheeler’s 
performance is a shared 
experience, one people talk 
about for weeks afterwards. 


Born in small town 
Maryland, Wheeler started 
playing music at 10 and later 
became a regular around the 
Washington and Baltimore 
folk scene. Her first album, 
Cheryl Wheeler, was released in 
1986 and features her original 


versions of “Addicted,” “Aces,” 


and her most requested song, 
“Arrows.” 


He continued to develop a 
reputation as a singer- 
songwriter and multi- 
instrumentalist before moving 
to Vancouver in 1970. There, 
he continued in the same 
vein, until the disco drought 
of the mid-’70s. Williams next 
turned to country music and 


In 1990, she signed with 
Capitol, releasing Circles & 
Arrows, but her independent 
spirit and unwillingness to fit 
into the Nashville mode got 
her dropped. Since then, 
she’s released three more 
albums on Philo—Deniving 
Home, Mrs. Pinocchi’s Guitar 
and the aforementioned 
Sylvia Hotel. Cheryl Wheeler is 
truly a shining light in today’s 
folk scene. wa 


eventually left full-time 


Tim Williams’ career dates 
back to Southern California of 
the late ’60s, when he was a 
young blues player in the 
coffeehouse scene. By the 
time he was 19, he was 
opening shows for John Fahey 
and Hoyt Axton, and on his 
way to a record deal before he 
reached 21.

logging, ranch work and radio 
announcing. He kept his 
hand in with occasional 
weekend gigs, however, and 
his 1988 Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival visit brought 
about a rebirth. 


Since then, he’s returned 
to the concert, festival and 
club circuit, both as a solo act 
and as a member of Triple 
Threat.

The two are acoustic 
musicians and have played 
together for the past six years.

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between Ry Cooder, Bill 
Frisell and David Grisman— 
we just call it Strang Music.” 


“We are influenced by 
many traditional (and non- 
traditional) styles, but we 
prefer to warp, intertwine and 
reassemble those influences 
into the songs that we’re 
writing,” says Steve Dawson. 


The Strang is the name of 
their first album, released in 
1998. It drew a Juno
